Response To Applicant's Amendments 

The Examiner approves the new abstract of the disclosure. However, the new title is not 
approved. Here is a preferred or suggested title —A Method And System For Using Direct Mail 
To Persuade Customers To Access And Place Orders On An E-Commerce Web Site—. 

In general, the amendments have introduced a new inventive concept. Indeed, original 
claims 20 and 34 recite ". . .wherein the step of comparing said mailing list potential customer's 
login name with said stored names further comprises for miss-keyed or misspelled entries in said 
stored names". Although it is clear that one can always type in, intentionally or by mistake, a 
misspelled login name to access information on a web site and the misspelled login name will 
normally be rejected in accordance with access rights or privileges associated with registered 
users, as understood in the art, however, allowing access to information on the web site by 
matching the misspelled login name with a customer's name stored in a database of the 
web site is not well defined or established in the art and by itself represents a new inventive 
concept. 

Therefore, the newly amended claims are being withdrawn based on a constructive 
election by original presentation. Having said that, there are no claims left to be examined or 
prosecuted (See 37 CFR 1. 142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. And the Applicant is given one moth to 
respond to this correspondence.
